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On February 5th, 100 years ago, 
D. L. Moody was born. Through 
the blessing of God he was used 
directly in winning to Christ more 
souls than any other man in mod- 
ern times, possibly more than any 
other man who ever lived. ‘A great 
contemporary\writer said that 
“Moody looked in the faces of more 
men than any other man who ever 
lived and decreased the population 
of Hell by a million souls.” Glad- 
stone, the great British states- 
man, said that Abraham Lincoln 
and D. L. Moody. were the two 
greatest Americans. An unlettered 
man, a special anointing of the 
Holy Spirit was His greatest quali- 
fication for service. Besides the 
multitude of his converts, Moody 
left the Moody Bible Institute, the 
Moody Memorial Church in Chi- 
cago (formerly the Lllinois Street 
Church) two schools for boys and 
girls at Northfield, Massachusetts, 
and many, many Y. M.'C. A. and 
church buildings for which he 
. raised the money, Bible institutes 

in Scotland and elsewhere, missions 
' Which he established and even daily 
prayer meetings which he began 
which are still running. 


The following interesting facts 
and dates are given about Moody: 


An Outline Of Moody's Life 


He was born at Northfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, February 5, 1837; be- 
gan business career in Boston, 
1854; born again in a Boston shoe 
store, 1855; admitted to church 
membership, 1856; removed to Chi- 
cago, 1856. He established “North 
Market Hall”’ Sunday School, 1858; 
yielded to God’s call to fal-time 
Christian work, 1860; married Em- 
ma C. Revell, 1862; organized “Il- 
linois Street Church,” 1863; visited 
England, 1867. He secured the 
services of Ira D. Sankey, 1870, re- 
ceived special anointing of the Holy 
Spirit, 1871; held the first extend- 
ed British campaign, 1873-1875; led 
‘American evangelistic Campaigns, 
1875-1877. He established North- 
field Seminary, 1879; established 
Mt. Hermon School, 1881; conduct- 
ed a second campaign in Great 
Britain, 1881-1884; organized the 
Chicago Evangelization Society, 
afterward the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute of Chicago, 1886. His third 
campaign in Great Britain was in 
1891; he visited Palestine, 1892; 
held the Columbian Exposition 
evangelistic campaign, Chicago, 
1893; founded the Bible Institute 
Colportage Association, 1894; last 
evangelistic campaign, Kansas 
City, Mo., November, 1899. He was 
* stricken with last illness, Novem- 
ber 16, 1899; said, “Earth is re- 
ceding; heaven approaching; God 
is calling me,” at Northfield, De- 
cember 22, 1899, and passed into 
glory. “He being dead yet_s8peak- 
eth”’ — Watchman Examiner,

you realize the torment of a 
of the people whose homes are 
gone, some homes washed awa 

down the river, some whose busi- 

ness is utterly wiped out. They are 
marooned in houses, in barns, trees 
or on levees out yonder away 
where they cannot be found. Some 
have been for days and days and 
days. 

A day or two ago they found one 
group of 343 people on the second 
floor of a school house in a smal! 
town. They had had nothing to 
eat or drink for three days and 
nights — that entire group. No- 
body knows how many have been 
killed. 


I want to impress on you if I 
can that the human suffering in- 
volved is enormous, and the end 
is not yet. It may be only begun. 
It may be that this flood that is 
already the greatest of its kind 
in America may be four times as 
great before the water — swelling, 
billions of tons of water — sweep- 
ing its way down the muddy Mis- 
sissippi, gets through the states of 
Mississippi and Louisiana and emp- 
ties into the gulf. We do not know 
what horrors of death and destruc- 
tion will follow them. Besides that, 
whole water systems are wiped out. 
Doctors cannot get along the mud- 


dy roads—not only mud, but}, 


water. Influenza has now begun 
as it never had before. Pneumonia 
will take tolls, doubtless, in the 
next few weeks; will take the lives 
of hundreds daily because of ex- 
posure of this flood. 
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Does God Know and Care? 


Does God know? If God knows, 
does He care? Is it anything to 
God if tonight some child clings 
the the skirts of his mother and 
can get no food? Does God care 
if somewhere upstairs there are 
people looking out the windows at 
the rain beating down on the mud- 
dy waters with despair and fear 
clutching their hearts as they wait 
for a boat to come and revacue 
them? The house totters, and in 


a moment they may be swept away | P 


to a watery grave and eternity. 
Does God care about that? That 
is a serious proposition and we 
ought to face it, and we will face 
it from the Bible tonight. What 
about the flood? Did God have 
anything to do with it? Does He 
care? What does He mean? What 
results can we expect to come from 
a thing like that? You pray while 
I speak. 

I will give you a message from 
God’s Word. I say frankly there is 
no way to settle this except by the 
Bible. No logic, none of your 
philosophy will settle this ques- 
tion. No matter how smart you 
are, or what you thought up, that 
won't settle it. The Word of God 
will settle it. 


God Himself Brings Flood 
And Death 


I read to you from Genesis 6: 
15 about the greatest flood the 
world ever saw. It also was a 
ficod where people were killed. The 
population of all the world, prob- 
ably reaching millions that time, 
were all killed in a few short hours 
or days at most. Let’s see what 
God said about that. In Genesis 
6, verse 17, 

do 


“And, behold, |, even l, 
bring a flood of waters upon the 
earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein 
is the breath of life, from under 
heaven; and every thing that is in 
the earth shall die." 

Now, let’s see, God talks to Noah 
and He said, “Behold, I, even I,’ 
(God said He did it) “do bring a 


flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


breath of life, from under heaven; 
and every thing that is in the earth 
shall die.” | 

Now then the Bible is a straight- 
forward and forthright book, and 
we need not dodge it. This Bible 
plainly said about that flood that 
God did it. God-said, “I bring it.” 
He did it on purpose in order to 
kill people! He did it on purpose. 
That is the plan of God. If God 
is the same God now, and if men 
are the same kind of men now, and 
if God reacts to sin like He did 
in Bible times, then God brought 
a flood on the Mississippi Valley 
and God knew it would kill peo- 
le. and God knew there would be 
& million and a quarter people to- 
night homeless and God knew 
about the finding of those 425 de- 
caying bodies. Some they couldn’t 
tell whether they were white or 
black, and will burn on a funeral 
pyre and not try to bury them at 
all as they did down at Galveston. 
(My father worked in rescue work 
after the Galveston flood). If God 
did that, and God planned that, 
and God brought this flood, if He 
is still the same God and nature 
is still under His control and He 
still feels about sin like He did in 
Bible times, THEN GOD 
BROUGHT THESE FLOODS! If 
that be truly the hand of God, and 
the voice of God, men are foolish 
not to listen to what God means by 
it. It is the hand of God! 


Let me read that verse again: 
“And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of water upon the earth’”-—— 
what for? — ‘to destroy all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, from 
under heaven; and everything that 
is in the earth shall die.” The 
Word of God then tells about the 
flood that came. God is back of 
it. God brings floods. Now I know 
ahead of time there are thgse who 
say, “Oh, no. God had nothing to 
do with that.”’ We hear it on ev- 
ery hand. Somebody goes out here 
who has a few drinks and drives 
his car into a telephone pole and 
kills himself, somebody says, “God 
had nothing to do with it.” When- 
ever some kind of devilment causes 
disaster to overtake them, some 
people say, “God had nothing to do 
with it.” When there is sickness 
in the home or a person dies, they 
say it is just the laws of nature 
and God had nothing to do with it! 
Silly, worldly, Godless people, you 
do not know your Bible, and your 
God is not my God. The Lord says, 
“Behold, I, even I, do bring a flood 
Of waters upon the earth, to de- 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaven: 
and everything that is in the earth 
shall die.” And He said it is for 
the express purpose of killing peo- 
ple, “to destroy all flesh” and “Ev- 
erything that has breath in the 
earth shall die.’’ That was the plan 
of God. 


The God of Love Is Also the God 
of Wrath 


People like to talk about the God 
of love. They do not like to talk 
about God who is angry with sin. 
They like the Scripture that says, 
“God is love,” but they do not 
like the Scripture that says “Our 
God is a consuming fire.” They 
do not like the Scripture that says, 
“It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God.” They 
do not like the Scripture that says, 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” They do not 
like the Scripture that tells how 
people “will cry out for the rocks 
and the mountains to fall upon 
them and hide them from the face 
of the Lamb.” 


Some modern preachers know so 
much, they look with scorn on the 
prayers of David in the Psalms. 
“The imprecatory Psalms,” they 
say, “could not be perfectly in- 
spired.” They believe in only “pro- 
gressive revelation” —that David 
just went as far as he knew, and 
later God taught men better! No! 
No! No! I say to you, God is_.the 
same God and hates sin today and 


‘must punish sin today like He did 
‘before.

You say, ““That is old fashioned.” 
Yes, I know, and floods are old 
ioned, too, if you want to know, 
and sin is old fashioned, and judg- 
ment is old fashioned, and God is 
old fashioned. and Heaven and 
Hell! And facing God is what you 
must do even if it does sound old 
fashioned. Death is. old fashioned, 
but death came up and down the 
Ohio Valley and men die just the 
Same as 0 a ie murderer died 
i tace his sins. 
ee! the same as 


. 
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rightedu® Abel died and went on 
to Heaven. They die like the rich 
man died when in Hell he lifted 
up his eyes. That is old fashioned. 
They die like the beggar Lazarus, 
a saved man, when the angels 
carried his soul into the presence 
of God. Men die, and death is old 
fashioned! My preaching is old 
fashioned. The Bible is old fash- 
ioned! You will never find any new 
fangled remedy for floods nor any 
new explanation of them. 

God brought the flood. God 
brings them now. God brought this 
one. Therefore we had better be- 
ware and take heed what God 
said. The Scripture is clear about 
that. In these floods men die by 
an acl of God. 

God has done it more than once. 
God sent the flood in the days of 
Noah that swept over the world. 
Millions of people died, they died 
with gurgling and grasping for 
breath, died after they had clung 
to trees from the mountain tops, 


they died trying to rescue wives, 


and babies, they died unprepared 
to die. They died wishing they 
could live. They died seeing that 
they had played the fool in not 
getting in the ark. And God looked 
down on it and knew about it, and 
did it on purpose. And the same 
God brings floods today. 

Don’t say God is not a God of 
goodness. Do you think you are 
better than God? Do you think 
you are fit to judge God’ Can 
anyone pass judgment on the A!- 


mighty God that made the earth, | 
and made the water and made peo- | 


ple? You had better be going 
pretty slow about saying what God 
ought to do or ought not to do. 
Really I don’t think you know 
much about it. Until you make a 
world and create a race of peo- 
ple who kill your son sent to save 
them, you are not in much shape 
to tell what God ought to do and 
ought not to do. God sends floods. 
God sent this one. 

That isn’t the only one. Turn to 
Exodus the 14th chapter the case 
of the crossing of the Red Séa 
Now the flood that came back 
yonder was a terrible flood. Here 
is a flood very much like the Ga!- 
veston flood in Texas in 1900. At 
least, it was sea water with which 
people were drowned. The Children 
of Israel were crossing the Red 
Sea, the water stood up on either 
side. Pharaoh followed with his 
army. He said, “We will get them, 
boys. Come on, right on through. 
If the water stayed up there for 
them, it will for us.” Pharaoh 
and his army went into the bed 
of the Red Sea. On they went hard 
after the Israelites. Now read in 
Exodus 14:26, 

“And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
over the sea,”’ (God said, “Mo- 
ses, put your hand out, I'am 
going to do something with 
that water’) “that the water 
may come again upon the 
Egyptians, upon their chari- 
ots, and upon their horsemen.”’ 

“And Moses stretched forth 
his hand over the sea, and the 
sea returned to his strength 
when the morning appeared; 
and the Egyptians fled against 
it; and the Lord overthrew the 
Egyptians in the midst of the 
sea 


“And the waters returned, 
and covered the chariots, and 
the horsemen, and all the host 
of Pharaoh that came into the 
sea after them; there remained 
not so much as one of them.” 


Again God deliberately and on 
purpose brought men to a sudden 
terrible strangling death by 
drowning. Men died and God knew 
they would die, and God had it 
done deliberately and on purpose. 
It is God that sends floods. It is 
God that sends these floods and 
disasters. The Bible is clear, isn’t 
it? 

Turn and read in Deuteronomy 
28. It is the practice of God to 
bring a curse on nature. God 
brought drouth, floods, famine. God 
sends war even, and does it be- 
cause men sin against God. 

All right, let’s get this thing 
down here. The Bible clearly says 
that God sends floods. God has 
sent disaster as a warning. His 
hand is against us, and we must 
turn and seek God. We have al- 
ready seen that the flood, therefore, 
is of God, and the flood is definitely 
because of sin. 

Now I know you can get by in 
the eourts of this land, lots of 
times you can. I know you can 
take money and may never be 
caught. I know many a murderer 
walks the streets, never indicted. 
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Often if he is indicted, he isn’t 
tried, and if tried, turned loose, or 
if sentenced, then pardoned. There 
are a lot of slips between the cup 
and the lip in human justice. But 
beloved, one day there is going to 
be a court with no crooked lawyers, 
and all the witnesses will tell the 
truth. One day there will be a 
court when the angels of God will 
be the ministers of justice to bring 
people to taw, and some day God 
will see that men come to justice. 
So God who must bring sin to 
justice sent the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi flood. You can’t get by God. 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.”’ “Be sure your 
sin will find you out,” and that is 
as certain for all the nation as it 
is for one man. That is as cer- 
tain for Dallas as for Cincinnati, 
Ohio, or for Louisville, Kentucky, 
and Memphis, Tennessee, and New 
Orleans, Louisiana. I say as cer- 
tain as those floods and plagues, 
we must meet the wrath of God. 
Dallas must and Dallas will and 
individuals will! Your sin will 
find you out. . 


Floods Come Because of Violence, 
Bloodshed and Other Wickedness 


Now let’s see what the Scripture 


said. Back in Genesis. The Scrip- 
ture says, “I am going to send 
this flood.’”’ Now why? Genesis 


chapter 6, read verses 5 to 13: 

“5. And God saw that the 
wickedness of man was great 
in the earth’’ (You are not 
concerned, but. d’ sees it) 
“and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continuallyr 

“6. And it repented the Lord 
that he had made man on the 
earth, and it grieved him at his 
heart. 

“7. And the Lord said, I will 
destroy man whom I have cre- 
ated from the face of the 
earth; both man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the 
fowls of the air; for it repent- 
eth me that I have made them. 

“8. But Noah found grace in 
the eyes of the Lord. 

“9. These are the genera- 
tions of Noah: Noah was a 
just man and perfect in his 
generations, and Noah walked 
with God. 

10. And.Noah begat three 
sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

“11. The earth also was cor- 
rupt before God, and the earth 
was filled with violence.” 


Yes, you will kill 36,000 every 
year with drunken driving anyway. 
Why blame God for flood to kill 
a few more? What is 425 killed 
by the flood beside 36,000 killed 
last year, and a lot of them by 
drunken drivers, and a lot by care- 
lessness. Don’t judge God until 
you check up on yourselves a lit- 
tle bit. God knew what He was do- 
ing. God said, “The earth is full 
of violence. I will bring on them 
more violence then.”’ 

“11. The earth also was cor- 
rupt before God, and the earth 
was filled with violence. 

“12. And God»elooked upon 
the earth, and, behold, it was 

‘ corrupt; for all fiesh had cor- 
rupted his way upon the earth. 

“13. And God said unto 
Noah, The end of all flesh is 
come before me; for the earth 
is filled with violence through 
them; and, behold, I will de- 
stroy them with the earth.” 


God said, “I will destroy them 
because of violence and corrup- 
tion.” Now get these two facts 
I made stand out: first, certainly 
God brings floods, and the second 
fact is this: floods come because 
of sin. Floods, disaster, drouth 
and depression — these things and 
many more come because of man’s 
sin. I say tonight the homeless, 
the million and a quarter people 
homeless, the four hundred million 
dollars of property damage, oh, to- 
night the pneumonia, and the in- 
fluenza and the coming of typhoid 
— these things and more will fol- 
low as the flood sweeps down from 
the Ohio and into the Mississippi, 
threatening the property, homes 
and lives of millions. That would 
not be happening but our sin has 
angered God and sin has brought 
the judgment of God — unremitted 
sin, the sin of violence, the sin of 
unpunished crime, murder, innocent 
blood that hasn’t been paid for. I 
didn’t know about this flood when 
I preached two weeks ago that as 
certain as we didn’t find the Matt- 
son boy’s kidnapper and murderer, 
the anger of God would collect in 


blood from America. The anger of

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God will bring strikes, violence and 
bloodshed and war. God said, 
“There is no way to cleanse the 
land of bloo@ that is shed therein 
but by the blood of him that shed 
it.” Blood and death are God's 
way of bringing America to taw, 
saying, “I will make you pay for 


; your violence, for your Godlessness. 


I will make you pay for forget- 
ting God, for forgetting church, 
for forgetting tithing, I will make 
you pay for forgetting soul win- 
ning, for forgetting to pray, for- 
getting the Bible.” God says, “I 
will collect blood for sin.” That 
ig what the flood means. Sin brings 
trouble. Sin brings famine and dis- 
aster. Sins brings breakdown cf 
thealth. Sin brings death — physi- 
cal death. Sin brings a curse on 
the nation. So it is here. 


"lf Thou Wilt Not Hearken .. . 
The Lord Shall Smite Thee'' 


Read again in Deuteronomy 28 
what the Lord said sin would 
bring. 

“But it shall come to pass, if 


“ thou wilt not hearken unto 


the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe to do all his com- 
mandments and his statutes 
which I command thee this 
day; that all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and overtake 
thee.”’ 

That is verse 15. Now look at 

verse 22 and following: 

“The Lord shall smite thee 
with a consumption, and with 
a fever, and with an inflama- 
tion, and with an extreme 
burning, and with the sword, 
and with blasting, and with 
mildew; and they shall pursue 
thee until thou perish.”’ 

The curse of God because of sin! 

But that isn’t all. I turn again 
to Amos and in the 4th chapter 
of Amos notice what God said, 


r “And I also have given you 


« Cleanness of teeth” (I, God 
Says, I gave you cléanness of 
teeth) “in all your cities, and 
want of bread in all your 
places: yet have ye not re- 
turned unto me saith the 
Lord. 

“And also I have witholden 
the rain from you, when there 
were yet three months to the 

and I caused it to 
rain upon one city, and caused 
it not to rain upon another 
city: one piece was rained up- 
on, and the piece whereupon it 
rained not withered. 

“So two or three cities wan- 
dered’ unto one city, to drink 
watér; but they were not 
satisfied; yet have ye not re- 
turned unto me, saith the 
Lord. 

“I have smitten you” (I 
have, God says) “I have smit- 
ten you with blasting and mil- 
dew: when your gardens and 
your vineyards and your fig 
trees and your olive trees in- 
creased, the palmerworm de- 
voured them: yet have ye not 
returned unto me saith the 
Lord.” 


‘ “IT have sent among you the 
pestilence” —- That is where your 
pneumonia comes from. That is 
where the influenza took place this 
past week in Dallas. That is where 
it comes from. God says, “I sent 
pestilence upon you after the man- 
ner of Egypt: your young men 
have I slain with the sword, and 
have taken away your horses: and 
I have made the stink of your 
‘tamps to come up unto your nos- 
trils: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord.” I say 
it is the curse of God on sin! 
Definitely because of sin God 
brings these disasters. 


Floods Rage Elsewhere: Will Dallas 
Escape? 

All right, my friends, will Dal- 
las escape? Do you believe Dal- 
las is sinless? Do you believe Dal- 
las has a clean record? I shud- 
dered as I went out last year to 
the Centennial and saw how Dallas 
made much of beer. Then the Cen- 


tennial enlisted Dallas church peo- 
ple by giving them a few littie 
programs out there. Just so they 
paid to get in, then they could go 
to church out there. Baptists had 
a week. Other denominations had 
a week. Some one put up a little 
religious building— no special re- 
ligion, yet it has the name, in or- 
der to keep preachers and church 
members from objecting to some 
of their main attyactions: naked 
women, peep shows, gyp stands 
and lewdness. The Cavalcade and 
many exhibits were wonderful but 
multitudes were enticed by the 
most vulgar and lewd indecencies 
possible. Dallas went wild over 
the Centennial though it deliberate- 
ly and obviously broke the state 
law and every law of decency and 
propriety. The police department, 
the District Attorney’s department 
seem to have had a deliberate 
agreement with Centennial au- 
thorities not to hinder gambling, 
nakedness and indecency. Law en- 
forcement officers, state and city 
government and the business men 
of Dallas sold Dallas out to sin. 


Last year, 1936, we put twice as 
much money in banks,in Dallas as 
the year before. Do you know 
how we did? We did it by invit- 
ing gamblers to prey on the in- 
nocent. We did it with harlot 
women encouraged to come for the 
Centennial, lauded to the skies. We 
made pictures of their naked bodies 
and did what we could to enflame 
the minds of little boys with them, 
mn every newspaper in Dallas. We 
have banked the extra money and 
little by little selling our souls. 
Newspapers sold out to the liquor 
traffic, the city government sold 
out to the liquor traffic and the 
preachers pretty well kept their 
mouths shut. By bringing enough 
of that kind of folks here, we put 
more money in the bank, last year, 
but we were laying up a day of 
judgment as certain as there is a 
God in Heaven. 

Memphis, Tennessee, has 50,000 
refugees, one out of every ten with 
influenza. Memphis has already 
30,000 with pneumonia and infiu- 
enza, and they are dying, many I 
am sure. Listen, my friends, do 
you suppose Dallas will escape? 
I tell you the truth, one reason 
we don’t have a great crowd to- 
night, and didn’t have a larger 
crowd this morning —there is a 
plague in this land. Now we need 
not be surprised if the next two 
weeks tell a sad tale in Dallas. 


I know Dallas is not better. I 
know the violence, drunken driv- 
ing, lawlessness. I know the blood- 
shed unstopped, the sin mounting 
up. I know how some preachers 
sell out. I know how newspapers 
have sold out to the dirty liquor 
traffic for advertising money. I 
couldn’t get an ad in Dallas papers 
recently when I announced I would 
preach on “Another Saloon Murder 
in Wide Open Dallas.” 


Sold out! You common people 
wanted it! You backed that kind 
of officers and voted for them! 
Put you on the jury, and you will 
not convict crime. And I say, the 
curse of God upon us is as cer- 
tain as God sent floods on the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, on the Pacific 
Coast, a freeze that killed the cit- 
rus fruit. Last year a drouth 
cursed the great dust bowl from 
Oklahoma north and another in 
1934. Another is threatened this 
year. In the east last year there 
was a flood in New Y state, 
and again this year.a flood from 
Pittsburg down the’ Ohio and on 
down now into Tennessee, and 
Arkansas and Mississippi and so on. 
My friends, hear me, the same God 
in due time will smite Dallas. Now 
don’t you worry, brother, in due 
time, in God’s own time and way. 
You can’t rush God. 


Now you can’t do that with God. 
It may bein February, y be 
next fall, but a8 certain as there 
is a God in Heaven, disaster, is 
coming to Texas, too.’ It will. I 
don’t know how. Very likely we 
are in deadly danger of a terrible 
epidemic of influenza and pneu- 
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monia. I don’t know; I don’t pre- 
tend to. It may be bloody strikes 
May come next in the Ford plant, 
in Dallas dress factories and so 
on. You can just put it down, 
these communistic agitators that 
plague the labor organization will 
be heading this way to Dallas 
mighty fast now. That is coming 
soon. I don’t know whether it will 
be Railroad Brotherhoods, I don’t 
know, I don’t pretend it, but if 
the same God rules in Texas as in 
the Ohio River Valley, Dallas is 
going to get it in the neck in due 
time. If the same God rules in 
Texas as does in Cincinnati and 
Louisville and these towns, Dallas 
can’t get away with violence, blood- 
shed, lewdness, drunkenness, day 
in an day out, unbelief, god- 
lessness, no revival! You can’t get 
by God. / Dallas won’t escape. I 
am no prophet, but you see if it 
doesn’t happen. 


These Plagues Are Sent in Mercy: 
God Loves Even Sinners 


Here is another lesson. In a flood 
time, does God care? Does God 
care? Is the anger of God like a 
white hot flame that has no mercy ’ 
Does God care about the cries of 
little children when flood waters 
drift away a house and later they 
find, face turned down in the mud, 
the bodies of a mother, when her 
children are crying for her, the 
bloated body of a woman, now de- 
caying? Does God care about 
that ? Does God care for the misery 
and the grief, the trail of pneu- 
monia? Does God care about the 
aches and pains? Yes, God cares 
about these! 


My friend, I wouldn’t have you 
think of God as hard. 


Moody said one time, “I used to 
preach to sinners that God came 
behind them with a great sword 
trying to cut them down.” Then 
there came a man to Chicago, just 
a boy preacher from England, 
Henry Morehouse. This boy in his 
absence was put up to preach. 
Moody didn’t think he could preach. 
He said, “Give him two days, 
Thursday and Friday, and I will 
be back Saturday morning to Chi- 
cago and we will see.” Moody got 
back there and said to his wife, 
“Did that boy preach?” 

*V es.”’ 

“Well, did the people like him?” 

“Yes, they liked him.”’ 

“Did you like him ?”’ 

“IT liked him very much.” 

“What did he say?” 

“He said that God loves sin- 
ners.” 

“Well,””’ Moody said, “I told her 
that was wrong. He ought to tell 
them that God is angry with sin- 
ners.” 

“But he proved by the Bible that 
God loves sinners. That night I 
went. It was on Saturday night, 
and he had a big crowd, and they 
brought their Bibles. He got up 
again and said, ‘I preach to you 
again from the same text used 
Thursday night, and the same text 
used Friday night, “For God so 
loved the world .. .” 

“And he just began in Genesis 
and went on through Exodus, and 
Leviticus and Numbers, on through 
Proverbs and Psalms and proved 
that God loved sinners. He sent 
His prophets because He loved 
them, and they stoned the proph- 
ets and sent Jesus because He 
loved them, and when He came 
they crucified Jesus. Then He sent 
the Holy Spirit because He loved 
men. And it wasn’t leng until my 
heart was all melted when I saw 
how God loved men, how He loved 
them. 

“Then I had him preach Sunday 
night and that night the house 
was packed. He said he couldn't 
find a better text so he began 
again and went through the Bible 
again proving that God loved sin- 
ners. Then Monday night —- Mon- 
day was wash day but people left 
their washing and he preached 
again on the same text that God 
loved men. My heart was warmed 
and broken up and I got to where 
I said, ‘I will preach that God loves 
men.’” God does love people. 
Moody always preached it after 
that time. 


Wherein then does God love these 
people affected by the flood? Up 
and down the Mississippi Valley 
even the death and pain and sick- 
ness and property loss, the home- 
lessness, the cries of little children 
—in all.that, God gets the glory. 
For*one thing it proves to you 
down here in Dallas that God loves 
you. *How many of you listen to 
that radio program from the flood 


area? How many have been list- | back and tell stogies that would 
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ening to those broadcasts? Do you 
know what that meant? God said, 
“I will let this happen, let it be 
on the radio and by pictures in the 
papers, will warn Dallas and the 
rest of the world.’ My little girl, 
Joan, studied the pictures and 
looked at the picture in the paper 
about the flood coming on up to 
people in the second story window, 
and one night she said, “Mama, I 
can’t sleep thinking about the 
flood.” And God said, “I love these 
people in Dallas. I don’t want to 
bring judgment on them, some ter- 
rible plague, and sweep out 50,000 
people to death in Dallas. In my 
mercy, I will show them they had 
better get ready by that report.” 
About some man here tonight away 
from God, God says, “I love that 
man. Surely he will take warning. 
I am not going to blot out the 
whole world again. I told Noah 
that, but I do want to warn people 
in Dallas to get right.” Again 
God calls. The other night when 
that earthquake tremor went 
through the earth in the Missisi- 
sippi Valley God didn’t mean it for 
evil. God meant it for good, for 
a warning. Just 425 people died 
in the flood. In that same area 
there would have been, in the same 
period of time, half that many to 
die a normal death any way. Some 
of those were not drowned. God 
meant the flood for mercy. 


Don’t think of God as,a bitter 
and cruel God. God does the un- 


usual, and God brings punishment | 


to warn us we must not go in sin, | 


we must get ready to meet God. 
It is the love of God. I know peo- 
ple make a joke of it, but I wish 
God would give us more old fash- 
ioned mothers and fathers who 
not only would discipline children 
with the razor strap or a peach 
tree limb or a hickory sprout, but 
I wish God would give us more 
mothers and fathers like some I 
have known, when dad takes his 
boy out in the back room, “Now, 
Son,’”’ and tears come in his eyes, 
“I am sorry. I don’t want to do 
it,”” and so he says, “I have got to 
do it because it is right.” So he 
whips his boy and weeps over him 
and hugs him. We need more fa- 
thers like God who punishes sin 
but loves the sinner. God looks 
down on the sad, the homeless, 
those He is chastising, and He 
loves them. He seeks to win them 
to love and serve Him. The flood 
is sent in mercy. 


I wish I. could go up there and 
hold a revival in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, go among the people and 
give out tracts, and weep over 
their sorrows and tell them I love 
them, and tell them how much 
more God loves them. I wish I 
could! Oh, let’s pray God to send 
a revival of soul winning among 
the distressed people, to let even 
wrath be tempered with mercy. 
Even judgment is because God 
wants people to be saved. I trust 
and pray that many of them will. 
And it is the warning of God to 
those here. It is mercy, my friends. 
God wants you to turn and be 
saved while you can. 


You Cannot Rightly Judge Any 
Act of God Except In the Light 
Of the Cross 


There is more I want you to re- 
member. Think of what God did 
for these same people before He 
sent the flood, lest you judge God 
foolishly. Remember the cross! 
See the dim outlines, as you look 
over toward the Mississippi Val- 
ley — see the dim outlines of 
a cross and a figure there out- 
stretched, who died for the 
same sinners and prayed, 
“Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” You can 
never interpret any act of God 
rightly until you look at it through 
the love of the cross. This ‘same 
Jesus died for me, wept over me, 
prayed for me. He loves me. It 
is not His harshness, it is His love. 
Sin must be punished. He warns 
you and begs you to be saved to- 
day while you can. When God 
sends punishment for your sins, 
remember first He sent His Son 
to die for you! 


God Cares For His Own During 
Floods 


Now in this time of trouble, does 
God care for His own? How I 
wish I could bring their testimony. 
Only one side is covered by the ra- 
dio and by newspapers. I wish I 
could go among the people, and ask 
them, “Does God care? Is He with 
you?” If I could, I would come 


~ 


make your heart rejoice and leap 
for joy. They would tell me how 
here was a mother and father and 
children and their house is swept 
away, and one some way holds on 
to this, some hanging to a tree, 
with a prayer. And next day they 
find each other and behold every 
last one came out alive and saved! 
Husband and wife put their arms 
around each other and gather ba- 
bies, “Oh, I thought you were 
gone, and ‘now to think we are to- 
gether again.” You can just know 
if there have been only 425 dead, 
there have been a half million or 
a million marvelous cases where 
God kept people from a sudden 
death. God preserved them. God 
gave them food when they were 
hungry and there wasn’t another 
way it seemed, God sent a boat 
when it seemed they would be 
drowned. He had a doctor then 
when the baby was born in a boat 
or a house top or on a train. Oh, 
my friends, it was the mercy of 
God! 


In the flood, God took care of 
Noah. He said, “Noah, I give you 
warning, build you an ark.” You 
are distressed, and fearful. You 
feel, sometimes, anxious about 
what will happen to you, You are 
fearful and anxious what will come 


tomorrow? I am not. I wouldn't 
be that way. 
“Are you grieving over joys 
departed ? 
Tell it to Jesus, tell it to 
Jesus.” 


My friends, I wonder if that is 
your case today? 
“Are you anxious what will be 
tomorrow ? 
Tell it to Jesus, alone.” 


Tell it to Jesus! Oh, I wish I 
could sing it to every refugee 
camped on the levee, or where 
people are huddled around a barn 
somewhere or in a school house. 
I wish I could go among them and 
say, “Your great Frfend loves you. 
Look up to Him and be happy. If 
your clothes are wet, if your house 
did wash away, if busin ess is 
ruined, God loves you. He will take 
care of you. He did with Noah and 
with the Children of Israel. T 
would like to go among the refu- 
gees, do you know what I would 
do? I would read in Isaiah the 
43rd chapter where the Lord says, 

“When thou passest through 
the waters, I will be with thee; 
and through the rivers, they 
shall not overflow thee: when 
thou walkest through the fire, 
thou shalt not be burned; nei- 
ther shall the flame kindle up- 

on thee.” — Isaiah 43:2. 


Wouldn’t it be fine to say, “God 
is with you when you go through 
these waters. They shall not over- 
flow you. God has His eye upon 
you. Wouldn’t it be fine to go 
among them and hear them (there 
are many Christians, I am sure, 
thousands of Christians) —- answer 
back and say, “I have had God 
closer than a brother. I have had 
His presence, heard Him say I 
know, that is from me. I will bring 
you through.” When trouble comes 
your way that is the best thing 
that can happen to you many 
times. It brings you to know that 
God loves you. God will provide 
for them, as He did’ for Noah. 
“When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee; and 
through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee: when thou walkest 
through the fire, thou shalt not 
be burned; neither shall the flame 
kindle upon thee.” Oh, praise be to 
God that He loves His people and 
He takes care of them. 


In Psalms 32:6 is this verse: 
“For this shall every one 
that is godly pray unto thee 
in a time when thou mayest be 
found: surely in the floods of 
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FLOODS --- DOES GOD CARE?

Or 
wouldn’t it be great if you had read 
the Bible through and learned that 
verse by heart? God says, “The 
floods of great waters, they shail 
not come nigh unto him.” He will 
take care of you in the floods as 
He cared for Noah in the days of 
his flood and as'He did for the 
Children of Israel. 


Floods Picture the End of the Age 
And God's Judgment 


Well, there is more, and now you 
listen. The flood back yonder was 
a lesson that the end of the age 
draws on. These floods are like 
that in this, Jesus said, “But as 
the days of Noe were, so shall al- 
so the coming of the Son of man 
be. For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving 
in marriage, until the day that 
Noe entered into the ark, and knew 
not until the flood came and took 
them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be” 
(Matt. 24:37-39). This world has 
no time for God. We don’t have 
time to go to church. We see after 
business, we see our mother. We 
have got to read our papers, but 
we don’t have time to read the 
Bible, don’t have time to pray, 
don’t have time to win our chil- 
dren to Christ. You don’t have time 
to gather your children:around and 
read the Bible’at a family altar, 
as important a man as you are! 
You say, “I am busy.” You are 
You 
are too busy to pray, to talk to 
God or talk about “God to your 
friends. I remind you, one day, my 
friends, one day you will have 
plenty of time to remember you 
re ees your opportunity. “But

I warn you of the wrath of 
God, and you won’t run to His 
mercy, and say, “I will be saved 
while I have 2S chance.” “No,” you 
say, “I am b .” $o it was in 
the days’ of Noa . This flood indi- 
cates how it will be with eternal 
damnation. Today I say again and 
again and again, I warn you, you 
had better listen to the warning. 
Be saved while you can! God’s 
wrath is coming! In the days of 
Noah they said, “Listen to that old 
man. He is a fundamentalist, isn’t 
he? Say, he is crazy about re-

were outside. You had better make 
sure while you can.

Why Christ Tarries 


One little matter here before I 
go. Why does not Jesus come? 
Turn to II Peter, the third chapter, 
verses 4 to 9. 


“And saying, Where is the 
promise of his coming? for 
since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as_ they 
were from the beginning of 
creation.” (The scoffer doesn’t 
believe Jesus is coming). 

“For this they willingly are 
ignorant of, that by the word 
of God the heavens were of 
old, and the earth standing out 
of the water and in the water: 

“Whereby the world that 
then was, being overflowed 
with water perished: 

“But the heavens and the 
earth, which are now, by the 
same word (the word of. God) 
are kept in store, reserved un- 
to fire against the day of 
judgment apd perdition of un- 
godly men. 

“But, beloved, be not ignor- 
ant of ‘this one thing, that 
one day is with the Lord as a 
thousand years, and a thou- 
sand years as one day.
